The Case of Girard College.

Judge Allison's Charge to the Grand
Jury—The Inside Management of
the Institution—Is it Any
Better than a Prison?

Court of Quarter Seswlons Allison, I, 1.

By megus of the special venire (ssued yuesterday,
the Grand Jury was thi= mornlog formed with n
competent number of members. 1% O Heory, Bag,,
wid gppointed foreman of the nguest, who, having
beéen qualifed, were instrcted by the Coort apon
the subject of thelr generid dutics. At the conclo-
gion of i remarks upon these routine moatters, hia
Honor proeceded to subjects of more lnterest and
#pecipl importance, speaking as follows ; —

In addition to your general duty to lnvestigate the
several chargres of erime aguitst leividaal oirenders
presented 1o you in the form or regular indletients,
FOU PoRSesr nlso the power of & geniral oversight of
the publie interests g8 conpected with neluss of in
sutubions which are directly or indirectly wasooistonl
with the governmental or reformatury interests wnd
public charities of the city. 1t s customary for the
Grand Jury to visit these institutions and muke re-
port to the Court of thelr condition, and through this
chaunel the public are supposed o be loformed of
the manner in which their wifuird are admintstered,
That some advantage results [rom these periodiond
viaites to the Peunitentinry, Couunty Prison, Alms-
honge, and IHouse of Refuge cannot be doubted,
But still greater bepefit would  attend  the
monthly exapminations if they wers made less formal
and more seurching, 17 they were not anticipated

by the omMcers of these institatlons, and were
made at times when lenst  expected, results
much more satisfactory than bhave yet been

attaloed might reasonably be expected from them,
We have the stercotyped report of the Grand Jury
made from month to month, that they had made the
usual visit to thege several places, wud found them
in & satisfactory condition; but these réports uro sel.
dom, if ever, accompanisd Ly a ststement of fucts
showing an investigution lnto the detall of manage-
ment or trestinent of inmates. For the Grand Jury
o ix a day and hour upon which they intend to
make these vigitg, and notily the oficers of the nsti-
tution beforehand, s of Uttle advantuge, except tho
goneral resnit of requiring everythlug to be pat in
order once & month at leust Tor inspection, It L4
very seldom that the offlcems are interrogated under
onth, that the Inmates ure separutely examined, that
food and treatment are made the subject of lovesti-
gation, or that the general customs and practices are
in any degree looked into. That these practices re-
uire supervision may be inferred from the report of
the manner in which two persons under geatence of
denth were recently allowed to remaln fn our County
Prigson almost unguurded, and one of them to become
his own executioner by suicide ; und this; too, with
the example which had not long preceded it of o
similar ocenrrence in Berger's case. Had both
Twitohell snd Berger been properly guarded, such
results would have been far more dimicult of aecom-
plishment, and the law would in all probabllity not
Rave been cheated of ita due and legal execation.

In this connection, it will not be out of place to
refer to the practice which prevalls of allowing pri-
soners under sentence of death to b extensively
visited, It 18 reported to have been the case with
poth Twitchell and Euton—a practice which calls for
correction at the hands of the proper wuthority, and
to which the attention of the Grand Juary may with
propriety be directed. It will be ropnceded that ull
rensonable intercourse with counsel, with religlous
instructors, and relatives, should be permitted,
under proper conditions, to one whoae {fe has been
declared lorfeited to the violuted luwa of the land;
yet no one thus situated should be nlowed to be
visited from motives of mere curiosity, which only
panders to @ morbld or vitiuted sentiment, and
which too often seeks to llonize one who stands con-
victed of murder as u hero, deserving of sympsthy
rather than punishment

The genernl treatment of prisoners under &en.
tence should be carefully supervisaed by the Grand
Jury. It i8 almost the ouly mode of reaching and
making public the administration of prison dlsei-
pline and government, It is important that that gov-
crument should be uniform, that the Inw muy
with impartiality be carried into eflect. A sentence
should not mesn to one man close continement (o bis
coll, and & rigld adherence to prederibed fure und
treatment, and to another the use of the corridors
of the prison, the free nccess of fricnds, and the
sapply of Inxurics which money w i procure,

And whilst the laws of the prisou should
rigidly enforced, and obedience to Iy rules exacted
with firmness, the manner of enforeing such obiedi-
ence should from time to time be inguired into by
the Grand Jury, The death of an inmate of one of
the New York prisons, uot long since, whilst undor-
going punishment, led 1o un inveatigution, which
resnited o bringing to lght the inniction of crueitivs
upon the inmates THal were disgrace to the age n
which we Hye., The exercise ol arbitrury power,
when hidden from public view, when allowed to ran
on upquestioned for o long time Ly secret, I8 nlmose
certain to degenerate lnto un wbise of such power,
and often to be attended With circunstances of great

THE BRAZILIAN MISSION,

Hou. Heary T. Blow, the New Minister to the
Court of Dom Pedro.

The President yesterday signed the commisaion of
the Hon. Henry T. Blow, of Missouri, as Minister to
Brazil, o the place of General James Watson Webb,
of New York, who has held the position, to which he
was appointed by President Lincoln, aince the yeur
15861. The position 18 oné of the most deslrable in
our diplomatic serviee, the salary alone being §12,000
a year In gold. The Senate regarded it us altogether
too good for General Pile, but as the President had
made up his mind that a certain locality must fur-
nish the materinl for this oMce, another Missourian
has secured the appointment. As Mr. Blow {5 a de-
ofded Improvement upon both Pile and Webb, he

will probably be confirmed by Hie Senate next
winter.
The new Minlster was born in  Southsmpton

county, Virginia, July 15, 1817: removed to Missour
in 1580, and gradunted at the St Louis University
devoted Nimself to the drug and lead business;
served four years in the State Senote; in 1561 he was
appointed by President Lincoln Minlster to Vene-
guela, which he resigned in lese than a year, and in
1569 he was elected o Representative from Missourd
to the Thirty-eighth Congress, serving on the Com-
mittee of Wavs and Means, He was also a dolegate
to the Baltimore Convention of 1864, In 1564 he wis
re-¢lected to the Thirty-ninth Congress, serving on
the Committees on Appropristion, Bunkrupt Law,
and Reconstruction. Since his retirement from Con-
gress he has not been very active in politics,

The Duke never dréamed Lo asocend the bhrone
without having been duly ted By the vote of the
Cortes, the legittmate reprosontutived of the country
by uuiversal suMrage,  The Duke would have rotired
some tme sinee Into private Nfe If every day and
every momaent he had not bhoen givan to anderstand
that hig sllence and posslve assenl Werse NECERSUTY Lo
the triumph of the revolation which he had acknow-
ledgd,  In our opinion, the Duke of Monepensier
aspires nowadays hut to enjoy in w peaceful retine-
ment, and in the midse of s family cirele, the righits
and guarmntecs granted to all Spantneds,  However,
shonld the clroumstances exact ity ho will o alwiay=
ready to defend, as a Spantacd and as a soldlor, th
litherties of the nathon.

Belng strong, there {5 no occhsion to hide (o ambuash
forever, Either Don Carlos must fecl himself strong
enough to make good battle, otherwise he is an (diot
to publish his Intentions, prompting Serrano and
Frim to energetic action, Whatever movements his
troops have made as yer huve been Known pretty
cleariy, and it is o the mouth of the meanest peps-
ant treading the streets of Madrid that “Don Carlos
is coming.™

11 the Republicans unite with the Carlists, as T have
heard some people say they witl, they are i the mu-
jority, and Prim and Serrano must wing their way to
the Phillppines or the Canarvles fuster than they
came, But itis hardly possible, becanse by helping
Don Carlos to the throne of Spaln the republicans
will have leaped out of the frying-pan into the fire
with o vengeance, Don Carlos will beeome o tixture
irremovable, while If they waited to see what Kind of
o monarch the government would bring forth, they
might fnd plenty of chances to muke o doash and
upset monarchy forever in the country.

The Effect of Castelnr’s Great Speech in the
Cortes—Prim Goes Over to tho Repablicnns,
The Madrid, Aprd 18, correspondence says, In

reference to, Costelar's great specch in the Cortes,

which we publish on an inslde page to-day:—

Frequently the applause from every part of the
honse interrupted him, and when he had brought
hig peroration to a ¢lose—a perorution nnequaled for
besuty of diction, force of lungunge, and sublimity
of lmagery—the excitement ), wis 50 great thatthe
members of the Chumber, lrrus{mmi\'e of party,
rushed up to him and congratulated him, Rivero
leading the way, and embraciug him on both
cheeks, The scene was hewildering., The effect of
the oration has not worn off yet. The young orator
has recelved upwiards of three hondred telegrams
from all parte of the country, thanking him for this
gervioe to the canse of religions lberty nnd frecdom
of thought, There I8 4 proposition that the Cortes
shall print the speech by tens of thousands,
and outside all parties are uniting te  preseot
him with a testimoniul, But these compliments,
merely personal, and however deserving of record as
indicating the esteem in which his marvellous powers
are held, are really empty results, compared with
the effect his terrible attack upon the Chuarch and the
coalition has had politically. Rivero's petty soheme
o gvert the breaking up of the majority, though lm-
madintely successfol, hns been completely defeated
by this apeech of Castelar's, and this in the most un-

expected manner. The orutor dashed at the monar-
chical scheme, and sinushed it in with the refusal of
Don Fernnndo, Ie lidd bare all the weak places of the
conlition, and thrust his lance into the very marrow
of their diderences. He showed up the inconsisten-
cles of vach section, und excited one against the
other, He spared no one, Every word was ulive
coal which burnt deep Into the flesh, Progrossists,
Moderators, Democrats, Neos, cdch writhed in turn.
As hespoke each fection feit its time was come.
Consternation was on every face, Hod the evup heen
premeditated, had the hotse been prepared for this
territie onslanght, no doalt & means of purnlyzing
the attack would have been found, As it was, the
blow ¢came down swilt a8 4 thunder-bolt, and
sonthed nll, That sume uight Praon held g copsilta-
tion with his own peraonal party. That same night,
too; & meeting of the chiel Hepublicans took plaow
ut Castelar's house. 1t had long been felt that sooner or
later the Progresaists must come over the Repubili-
can side, and the résolution thken was to accept the
unticiputed overtures from the first who shoulil
make them.

The Troubles of Fault-Finding Writers.
From the Boston Advertiser (Senator Swmner's Organ),
May 1.

The Chicago Tribune in & recent (ssue calls atten-
tion to o changeé which nearly two months' expe-
rience of the pew administrution hns wrought in
public opinion. No other administration since the
first had come Into power with & frmer hold upon
the contidence of the country. The good fortune
wlich had rollowed the President elect to the day of
his innuguration inspired falth in him, hearty, geon-
ine and almost universal. His autecedents, and the
assurances of the few whom he admitted to his
counsels, gave ample cause for the beliel that the
Governpment wias about o be administered upon
sound principles, and thut his own pure motlves
and ponsuspected prtriotisn would be represented in
all purts of the publie service. Bot “there has been a
change. Two mounths have passed saway, and it can-
not be aMrmed that we have o strong adminlstry-
tion.
